ENERAL APPROVAL of the fall announcement pro- 
gram which was introduced in 1935 is contained in 
the schedule of shows agreed upon at a meeting of the 
Association of Automobile Show and Association Man- 
agers at Cleveland last week. Under this schedule fifteen 
shows will be held in as many cities between Nov. 14 


and Dec. 5. This means that some of the local shows will | 
overlap the big national event which will be held in | 


New York Nov. 11 to 18. It was the concensus of the 
Cleveland meeting that the shows this year would pro- 
vide more thrills and attract better attendance than they 
did last year. Last year, of course, the change in 


announcement dates was hushed until late in summer 


but this year the ballyhoo will start early. 
* * * 


THE CITIES in which the shows have been scheduled, 
but for which definite dates have not yet been announced, 
cover the east and middle west. No announcement has 
been made regarding dates for Mountain and Pacific Coast 
cities. Detroit, Chicago, Columbus, Cincinnati, St. Louis, 
Baltimore, Brooklyn, Cleveland, Buffalo, Milwaukee, 
Kansas City, Washington, Pittsburgh, Philadelphia and 
Peoria, Ill., are the only cities that were placed on the 
list last week. This close grouping of exhibits should give 
the industry a real getaway for 1937. Under the present 
plans the Chicago show will continue to be sponsored by 
dealers as it was in 1935. 

While on the subject of shows, word comes that the 
MEWA couldn’t come to an agreement with the MEMA 
and the NSPA on another jointly sponsored Automotive 
Service Industries Show. Apparently there will be two 
separate shows, one sponscred by the MEWA and the 
other by MEMA and NSPA. It is expected that the 
MEWA will have information on its plans for date and 


location this week.

SALES RECORDS following the fall 
have set new high marks for the season with 220,262 new 
cars registered in November, 237,194 registered in Decem- 
ber, and an estimated 220,000 registered during January. 
Bad weather naturally has cut registrations during the 
latter part of January and throughout February but it is 
generally felt that this condition would have been much 
the same if announcements had been made in January 
as in previous years. Altogether, the showing has been 
most satisfactory, in spite of the weather. 

* * * 


HOWEVER, THERE IS little excuse for speculating 
about 1937 sales. What we are interested in today is 
1936 sales and the general belief seems to be that this 
spring will witness an increase in demand that will put 
the year of 1936 in position to compete strongly with the 
record year in the industry. Heavy advertising artillery 
is being rolled into position by the various manufacturers 
in preparation for the spring push. General Motors 
already has its spring showing circuit in full swing and 
sales are reported at record heights, in spite of the fact 
that many of the exhibits were staged in northern states 
during the worst of the severe winter weather. Chrysler 
announces a heavy radio campaign, to start Mar. 12. 
Packard last week held a wholesalers meeting and an- 
nounced plans to increase its dealer rolls from 1,200 to 
2,000. Hudson is scheduling a series of sales and service 
meetings to be held throughout the country. In addition 
to the increased efforts by the corporations and inde- 
pendents, the individual units of the corporations are 
planning increased activities on their own initiative. —

SALES DURING the past week are reported generally 
improved. This better movement is not confined to new 
cars alone but also has affected the used car market. Used 
car prices are reported holding firm although in many 
cases inventory values are out of line with the market 
values. Stocks are still somewhat high, but the ratio of 
used cars sold to new cars sold is improving. This has 
resulted in cutting the increase in used car stocks almost 
to a vanishing point and in some cases the used car 
stocks actually are being reduced. A good upturn in 
sales is anticipated this month and production has been 
stepped up in preparation for the expected increased 
demand in the next few months. Schedules are being 
watched closely, however, and the output is fluctuating 
in sympathy with actual sales.

Up, but Loss, Stocks Increase 


a little better than 82 per cent of the total for the country 
which would seem to hit the estimate of 220,000 right on 
the nose. The figures received to date represent an in- 
crease of 55 per cent over the January figures in the same 
states a year ago and a decrease of about 7 per cent from 
the totals for the same states in December, 1935. Com- 
mercial car and truck registrations in the 43 states report- 
ing show a total of 35,853, which is an increase of a little 
better than 27 per cent above the figure shown in the 
same states a year ago and also an increase of almost 12 
per cent over the total reported from these states in 


December, 1935.

Reports from the Motor Car Dealers’ 
Used Car Assn. of-San Francisco show a good in- 
Sales crease in used car sales in January this 
Improve year over the same month a year ago, 
totals being 1,889 this year against 1,138 
last year. However, the average loss per used unit sold 
this year was placed at $74 against an average loss of $48 
in January, 1935. Used car inventories during January 
also showed an increase from 2,402 units in December to 
2,583 units in January. The average value of cars in 
stocks was reported as $343 per car in January against 
$362 in December. Cars junked during the month 
totaled 155.

An interesting feature of the San Fran- 
cisco report on used car operations is the 
fact that the average selling price of used 
cars in December was exactly the same as 
last January, with the figure standing at 
$293 per car. Dealers’ losses, however, averaged $69 per 
car against $48 per car at the beginning of the year, 
which reflected an increase in allowances for cars taken 
in trade which boosted the inventory value from an aver- 
age of $341 a car in January to $362 a car in December. 
Sales in January this year also showed a good increase 
over the December total with 1,889 sales against 1,450. 
The average selling price in January dropped to $269 
against $293 in December. The average per cent loss on 
sales climbed to 27.51 in January which is considerably 
above the average of 20.91 for the entire year of 1935. It 
is also above the average for the past five years. This 
part of the report indicates a steadily increasing per- 
centage of loss on sales price of used cars since 1934, 
when the code was in effect. In that year the average 
per cent of loss on sales price for the year was held 
to 14.38.
